EMERGENCY RESE

e Tuberculosis identification, diagnosis,
treatment, contact, follow-up and

Public Health staff collect and process vital
public information including:

Collection and reporting of all parish
births/deaths to State Registrar of Vital
Records

Burial/transit permits to licensed funeral
home directors

Certified copies of death certificates to
funeral directors and/or next of kin
Instructions for filing delayed birth
certificates

Applications for certified copies of birth /
death certificates on file in state
Depository

Out-of-state addresses for securing
copies of birth/death records occurring
outside the state

Information on state laws and
procedures for preparation and filing of
birth/death Records

Birth and Death Certificates on file in
the state depository may be obtained
directly through some health units.
